General  Information 


HISTORY 

The  establishment  of  the  Junior  College  of  Broward  County 
was  authorized  by  the  Florida  State  Legislature  in  1959  when  it 
designated  Broward  County  as  a  Priority  One  area.  The  Advisory 
Committee  was  appointed  on  October  21,  1959;  on  the  same  date 
the  Board  of  Public -Instruction  passed  a  resolution  establishing  the 
Junior  College.  The  first  President,  Dr.  Joe  B.  Rushing,  was  em- 
ployed March  17,  1960,  and  assumed  his  duties  on  April  7,  1960. 

The  first  session  began  on  August  30,  1960,  when  438  full-time 
students  and  249  part-time  students  enrolled.  Classes  were  held  in 
the  buildings  of  the  former  Naval  Air  Station  adjacent  to  the  Brow- 
ard County  International  Airport,  Fort  Lauderdale,  Florida.  The 
Branch  Campus  of  the  Junior  College  of  Broward  Count\'  was 
opened  August  28,  1961,  at  Dillard  Comprehensive  High  School. 
Mr.  James  J.  Gardener  joined  the  Staff  in  July  1961,  as  Dean  of  the 
Branch  Campus. 

PHYSICAL  PLANT 

The  facilities  of  Building  I  of  Dillard  Comprehensive  High 
School  have  been  assigned  to  the  Branch  Campus  of  the  Junior 
College  of  Broward  County.  Adequate  laboratories  are  available 
for  science  courses. 

PURPOSES 

The  Branch  Campus  of  the  Junior  College  of  Broward  County 
has  as  its  main  purposes: 

1.  To  provide  programs  which  parallel  the  first  two  years  of 
degree  programs  in  four-year  colleges  and  universities. 

2.  To  provide  educational  programs  for  students  who  do  not 
plan  to  complete  a  four-year  degree  program  but  who 
can  profit  from  the  pursuit  of  a  two-year  program  of  gen- 
eral education. 

3.  To  provide  a  program  for  students  which  will  enrich  their 
cultural  lives  and  improve  their  personal  efficiency. 

4.  To  serve  all  segments  of  the  population  by  becoming  an 
educational  and  cultural  center  for  Broward  County. 

OFFICIAL  STANDING 

The  college  is  accredited  by  the  State  Department  of  Educa- 
tion and  approved  for  Veteran's  training.  It  is  authorized  to  enroll 
students  who  hold  the  Florida  General  Scholarship  for  the  prepara- 


tion  of  teachers.  The  College  is  a  member  in  good  standing  of  sev- 
eral professional  organizations: 

1.  The  American  Association  of  Junior  Colleges. 

2.  The  Southern  Association  of  Junior  Colleges. 

3.  The  Florida  Association  of  Public  Junior  Colleges.

STUDENT  GOVERNMENT 

The  students  of  the  Branch  Campus  of  the  Junior  College  of 
Broward  County,  in  order  to  facilitate  a  fruitful  and  effective  self- 
government  and  to  create  an  active  interest  in  the  self-government 
for  the  purpose  of  promoting  and  maintaining  the  general  welfare 
of  the  student  body,  will  organize  and  establish  this  year  the  Stu- 
dent Government  Association. 

RELIGIOUS  LIFE 

The  College  feels  that  spiritual  and  moral  influences  have  a 
significant  contribution  to  make  to  wholesome,  well  balanced  liv- 
ing. Most  major  religious  faiths  are  represented  in  the  Broward 
County  area.  Students  are  encouraged  to  align  themselves  with  the 
religious  group  of  their  choice. 

HOUSING 

Housing  facilities  are  not  provided  by  the  College.  The  Col- 
lege strongly  discourages  young  people  under  the  age  of  twenty- 
one  years  from  moving  into  the  community  to  attend  college  unless 
they  can  live  with  their  parents  or  other  relatives. 

Unmarried  students  under  twenty-one  years  of  age  must  fur- 
nish the  Dean  of  the  Branch  Campus  with  a  statement  that  their 
parent(s)  or  legal  guardian(s)  are  aware  of  and  approve  of  their 
housing  arrangement.  This  statement  must  be  submitted  on  a  form 
available  upon  request  from  the  Dean's  office.  A  similar  statement 
must  be  provided  any  time  the  student  changes  residence  address. 
It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  student  to  provide  this  information. 
Failure  to  do  so  may  result  in  disciplinary  action. 

ORIENTATION 

The  Orientation  Program  is  intended  to  acquaint  the  student 
with  campus  facilities  and  services,  college  rules  and  regulations, 
and  to  assist  him  in  making  an  adequate  adjustment  to  college  life. 
Though  the  content  of  the  Orientation  Program  will  vary  from 
time  to  time,  depending  upon  demonstrated  needs,  it  will  include 
such  topics  as:  Planning  Study  and  Recreation,  Notetaking,  Text- 
book Study,  Use  of  the  Library  and  Examination  Skills. 


FACULTY  ADVISORY  SYSTEM 

Each  student  is  assigned  a  faculty  advisor  in  keeping  with  his 
declared  vocational  interests.  This  assignment  continues  throughout 
the  student's  period  of  study  at  the  Branch  Campus  of  the  Junior 
College  of  Broward  County  unless  the  student  changes  his  voca- 
tional objective  or  either  person  requests  a  change  of  assignment. 

The  faculty  advisor  is  primarily  responsible  for  helping  the 
student  to  work  out  a  program  of  study  in  view  of  the  student's 
abilities,  interests,  and  declared  vocational  objectives. 

INSURANCE 

A  low-cost  health  and  accident  insurance  is  made  available  to 
interested  students  through  a  local  insurance  agency. 

TEXTROOKS 

New  textbooks  and  school  supplies  are  available  through  the 
student  store  in  the  Main  Campus  of  the  Junior  College  of  Brow- 
ard County. 

FOOD  SERVICES 

Lunches  are  available  in  the  high  school's  cafeteria. 

TRANSPORTATION 

The  campus  is  readily  accessible  by  automobiles. 

HEALTH  SERVICES 

Medical  or  hospital  facilities  are  not  provided  by  the  college. 
In  case  of  accident  or  illness,  the  parent(s)  or  legal  guardian  is  noti- 
fied immediately. 

ADMISSIONS 

To  maintain  appropriate  ideals  of  scholarship  and  deportment 
the  college  reserves  the  right  to  deny  admission  to  any  applicant. 

The  college  reserves  the  right  to  request  a  physical,  psycho- 
logical, or  a  psychiatric  examination  from  an  applicant  or  student 
at  any  time  that  such  a  course  of  action  would  seem  to  be  in  the 
best  interest  of  the  student  and/or  the  college.  Expenses  incident 
to  such  an  examination  are  the  responsibility  of  the  applicant  or 
student. 

REQUIREMENTS 
A.     Students  entering  college  for  the  first  time: 

1.  Graduates  of  regionally  accredited  high  schools  are  eli- 
gible for  admission. 

2.  Graduates  of  high  schools  which  are  not  accredited  by  a 
regional  accreditation  agency  may  be  accepted  on  aca- 
demic probation. 


3.  Applicants  who  cannot  comply  with  either  1  or  2  above 
may  submit  a  certificate  obtained  through  the  Florida 
State  Department  of  Education  based  on  their  perform- 
ance of  the  General  Education  Development  Test.  Appli- 
cants who  have  completed  a  similar  test  in  the  Armed 
Forces  or  another  state  must  meet  the  same  score  re- 
quirements as  those  completing  the  test  in  Florida. 

B.  Transfer  Students: 

Any  student  who  has  registered  or  attended  another  col- 
lege or  university  is  considered  to  be  a  transfer  student  regard- 
less of  the  time  spent  in  attendance  or  the  amount  of  credit 
earned. 

1.  Students  transferring  from  institutions  which  have  a  reg- 
ional accreditation  may  transfer  a  maximum  of  forty  se- 
mester hours. 

2.  Only  those  courses  in  which  a  student  has  earned  a  grade 
of  "C"  or  better  will  be  acceptable  for  transfer  purposes. 

3.  Every  transfer  student  must  be  eligible  for  re-admission  to 
the  institution  he  last  attended. 

C.  Special  Students: 

Adults  or  other  students  who  cannot  qualify  under  the  cate- 
gories outlined  may  apply  to  the  Dean  of  the  Branch  Campus  for 
special  consideration. 

APPLICATION  PROCEDURES 

Forms  for  effecting  admission  application  can  be  obtained  by 
writing  the  Dean.  An  application  for  admission  should  be  com- 
pleted as  early  as  possible  before  the  registration  dates  for  the 
semester  in  which  admission  is  desired  if  the  applicant  is  to  be 
assured  of  admission.  Applicants  are  assigned  positions  in  the  regis- 
tration schedule  on  a  "first  come  first  served"  basis.  Applicants  who 
complete  admission  processing  well  in  advance  of  the  date  of  regis- 
tration will  have  a  better  chance  to  secure  courses,  sections,  and 
hours  which  they  desire. 

REGISTRATION 

All  students  are  required  to  register  at  the  beginning  of  each 
semester.  A  student  whose  attendance  at  the  college  is  interrupted 
by  one  or  more  regular  semesters  must  file  a  new  application  for 
admission  and  will  be  subject  to  whatever  rules  and  regulations 
are  in  effect  at  the  time  he  makes  application  for  readmission. 

Registration  dates  are  well  publicized.  Students  who  enroll  in 
a  coiu-se  after  instruction  has  begun  are  at  a  disadvantage.  They 
are  responsible  for  assignments  and  instruction  which  they  have 
missed.  Late  registrants  will  be  charged  an  additional  fee  of  $5.00. 


ADDING,  DROPPING,  OR  CHANGING  COURSES 

Students  are  encouraged  not  to  make  schedule  changes  except 
when  absolutely  necessary.  Schedule  changes  are  possible  only 
at  certain  times  within  the  semester.  A  charge  of  $1.00  is  assessed 
for  each  schedule  change.  Information  regarding  the  procedure 
to  initiate  a  schedule  change  can  be  obtained  from  the  Dean's 
Office.  The  student  is  expected  to  continue  in  class  attendance 
and  participation  until  he  has  complied  with  procedures  outhned 
by  the  Dean. 

CLASS  ATTENDANCE 

Regular  and  punctual  attendance  at  all  classes  and  laboratories 
is  required.  The  college  has  no  established  "cut"  system.  Students 
are  responsible  for  all  assignments  and  instruction  presented. 

Each  instructor  keeps  a  careful  record  of  class  attendance  and 
reports  excessive  absence  to  the  Dean.  Excessive  absence  is  de- 
fined as  one  or  more  absence  than  the  number  of  semester  hours 
credit  assigned  to  a  given  course.  For  example,  four  class  absence 
would  be  considered  excessive  in  a  course  which  carries  three 
semester  hours  credit.  Excessive  absence  will  result  in  the  following 
entry  upon  the  student's  permanent  record,  "Suspended  due  to  ex- 
cessive abence". 

If  a  student  feels  there  is  a  justifiable  reason  for  his  absence, 
he  may  immediately  petition  the  Dean  for  reinstatement.  He  must 
submit  such  documentary  evidence  as  may  be  requested  by  the 
Dean  to  verify  the  reason  for  his  absence. 

SCHOLARSHIPS 

The  college  has  been  approved  for  scholarships  provided  by 
the  Florida  State  Legislature  to  encourage  students  preparing  for 
careers  in  teaching.  These  scholarships,  valued  at  $400.00  per  year, 
are  granted  to  students  on  a  competitive  basis.  The  promise  of  one 
year  of  teaching  in  the  public  schools  of  Florida  for  each  year 
the  scholarship  is  granted  is  required.  Additional  information  re- 
garding these  scholarships  can  be  obtained  from  the  Superinten- 
dent of  Public  Instruction  in  the  student's  county  of  residence. 

The  college  cooperates  with  the  Division  of  Vocational  Reha- 
bilitation of  the  State  Department  of  Education  in  providing  fi- 
nancial and  other  assistance  for  students  ^\dth  physical  handicaps. 

STUDENT  EXPENSE 

All  students  must  pay  an  Application  Fee  of  $5.00  at  the  time 
the  application  is  returned  to  the  Dean  of  the  Branch  Campus  of 
the  Junior  College  of  Broward  County.  Checks  or  money  orders 
should  be  made  payable  to  the  Junior  College  of  Broward  County. 


The  fee  is  not  refundable.  It  will  be  applied  to  the  student's  account 
at  the  time  of  registration. 

All  fees  are  to  be  paid  at  the  time  of  registration.  Only  the 
matriculation  and  tuition  fees  are  subject  to  refund,  at  the  rate  of 
80  per  cent.  Applications  for  refund  must  be  filed  on  or  before  the 
dates  as  shown  on  the  College  calendar,  which  appears  on  the  first 
page  of  the  catalogue.

"The  application  fee  is  applied  toward  the  student's  account  upon  the  initial 
enrollment. 

VETERAN'S  EDUCATION 

The  college  is  certified  for  the  training  of  veterans.  Any  vet- 
eran who  expects  to  enroll  under  the  provisions  of  any  of  the  fed- 
eral laws  must  be  sure  that  he  has  cleared  the  necessary  details 
with  the  Veterans  Administration  and  has  obtained  the  required 
documents  from  them.  Veterans  are  urged  to  contact  the  appro- 
priate Veterans  Administration  office  well  in  advance  of  the  regu- 
lar registration  period  so  that  necessary  decisions  may  be  made 
before  registration. 

Any  veteran  enrolling  under  Public  Law  550  assumes  responsi- 
bility for  all  fees  out  of  the  monies  paid  him  by  the  Veterans 
Administration. 

The  following  number  of  semester  hours  credits  are  required 


for  veterans  pursuing  undergraduate  courses  during  the  regular 
school  year: 

1.  14  hours  minimum  full  time 

2.  10-13  hours  three-fourths  time 

3.  7-9  hours  one-half  time 

4.  Less  than  7  hours Cost  of  tuition  and  fees  only 

The  veteran  who  is  absent  three  consecutive  school  days  with- 
out notifying  the  Office  of  the  Dean  will  have  his  training  inter- 
rupted and  will  have  to  file  a  certificate  of  re-entrance  subject  to 
the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Veterans  Administration  pertaining 
at  the  time  of  application  for  re-entrance. 


General  Regulations 


CLASSIFICATION  OF  STUDENTS 

A  student  who  has  earned  28  semester  hours  of  credit  is 
classified  as  a  sophomore. 

A  student  is  a  full-time  student  if  he  carries  not  less  tlian  12 
semester  hours  (exclusive  of  activity  courses  in  Physical  Education) 
in  a  given  semester. 

ASSEMBLY  ATTENDANCE 

Full-time  Day  Division  students  are  expected  to  attend  all 
scheduled  assemblies  and  convocations  if  they  have  a  class  any 
time  before  or  immediately  following  the  hour  set  aside  for  assem- 
blies or  convocations. 

CONDUCT 

A  college  education  is  a  privilege,  not  a  right.  College  stu- 
dents are  considered  to  have  reached  an  age  of  responsible  citizen- 
ship and  are  expected  to  conduct  themselves  appropriately  both 
on  and  off  campus. 

Every  student,  by  the  act  of  registering  for  scholastic  work  at 
the  Branch  Campus  of  the  Junior  College  of  Broward  County,  obli- 
gates himself  to  obey  rules  and  regulations  which  the  institution 
formulates.  The  college  reserves  the  right  to  discipline  or  dismiss 
any  student  whose  conduct  is  considered  unbecoming  or  detri- 
mental to  the  college  or  community. 

Decisions  to  dismiss  a  student  will  be  reviewed  by  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  College.  The  decision  of  the  President  of  the  College 
is  final. 


WITHDRAWAL  FROM  COLLEGE 

Information  regarding  the  procedure  to  be  followed  in  with- 
drawing from  the  college  is  available  from  the  Dean's  Office.  The 
withdrawal  from  college  does  not  become  final  until  the  student 
has  complied  with  all  regulations  established  by  the  Dean.  The  stu- 
dent is  expected  to  continue  in  class  attendance  and  participation 
until  the  withdrawal  has  been  completed.  Failure  to  do  so  will 
result  in  a  grade  of  "F"  in  each  course  and  may  adversely  affect 
the  student's  eligibility  to  continue  at  this  College  or  enter  another 
college  or  university  at  a  later  date. 

RESIDENCE 

For  the  purpose  of  computing  college  costs,  students  are  classi- 
fied as:  (1)  Broward  County  students;  (2)  Other  Florida  students; 
or  (3)  Out-of-State  students. 

A  Broward  County  student  is  interpreted  to  mean  that  the 
student,  or  if  the  student  be  less  than  twenty-one  years  of  age,  his 
parent(s)  or  guardian(s)  shall  have  resided  in  Florida  for  at  least  one 
year  prior  to  the  time  of  admission  to  college;  and  be  residents  of 
Broward  County  for  at  least  the  past  six  months. 

An  other-Florida  student  is  interpreted  to  mean  that  the  stu- 
dent, or  if  the  student  be  less  than  twenty-one  years  of  age,  his 
parent(s)  or  guardian(s)  shall  have  resided  in  Florida  for  at  least 
one  year  prior  to  the  time  of  admission  to  the  College. 

An  Out-of-State  student  is  interpreted  to  mean  one  who  has 
lived  in  Florida  Less  than  one  year  prior  to  the  time  of  admission 
to  the  college;  If  he  is  under  twenty-one  years  of  age,  his  parents 
shall  have  lived  in  Florida  less  than  one  year  prior  to  the  time  of 
admission. 

Residence  status  is  determined  at  the  student's  admission  to 
the  College  and  may  not  be  changed  unless,  in  the  case  of  a  minor, 
his  parents  or  guardians  move  to  and  become  bona  fide  residents 
of  Broward  County  and  the  State  of  Florida. 


Administration  of  the  Curricula 

SEMESTER  SYSTEM 

The  semester  system,  based  on  the  division  of  the  academic 
year  into  two  semesters  of  approximately  eighteen  weeks  each,  is 
used. 

UNIT  OF  CREDIT 

The  unit  of  credit  is  the  semester  hour,  each  representing  one 
hour  of  recitation  with  two  hours  of  preparation  a  week  for  a  period 
of  approximately  eighteen  weeks.  As  a  rule,  two  hours  of  labora- 
tory work  count  as  one  hour  of  class  work. 

COURSE  LOAD 

The  regular  amount  of  work  for  a  student  is  sixteen  hours  each 
semester.  Except  in  unusual  cases,  no  first  year  student  will  be 
allowed  to  take  more  than  seventeen  and  no  second  year  student 
more  than  eighteen  hours  unless  he  has  a  grade  point  average  of 
3.00  or  better  the  previous  semester,  consent  of  his  faculty  advisor 
and  the  Dean. 

GRADES  AND  RECORDS 

Final  grades  for  each  semester  are  recorded  and  preserved. 
Reports  are  submitted  to  students  and  to  their  parents  or  guardians 
at  the  close  of  the  semester.  They  are  indicated  as  follows:  A — Ex- 
cellent; B — Good;  C — Average;  D — Passing;  E — Failure;  I — In- 
complete; W — Official  Withdrawal,  no  penalty;  WP — Official  with- 
drawal, passing;  WF — Official  withdrawal,  failing;  X — Suspended 
for  excessive  absences,  failing.

Grade  points  for  credit  transferred  from  other  institutions  are 
granted  on  the  basis  of  the  average  made  by  the  student  on  his 
first  semester's  work  completed  at  the  Branch  Campus  of  the  Junior 
College  of  Broward  County. 
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For  graduation  requirements  and  honors  the  grade  point  aver- 
age is  computed  on  the  basis  of  the  number  of  semester  hours  work 
attempted. 

SCHOLASTIC  STANDARDS 

Any  full-time  student  who  fails  to  maintain  a  grade  point 
average  above  1.00  at  the  end  of  the  first  semester  of  attendance 
will  be  placed  on  "Academic  Probation".  Failure  to  improve  the 
grade  point  average  during  the  second  semester  of  full-time  attend- 
ance will  result  in  Academic  Suspension;  achievement  of  a  cumu- 
lative grade  point  average  of  1.50  will  remove  Probation.  A  full- 
time  student  who  is  continued  on  Academic  Probation  must  re- 
move this  condition  by  earning  a  cumulative  grade  point  average 
of  1.75;  otherwise,  Academic  Suspension  will  result  for  one 
semester  or  longer. 

After  one  semester  of  suspension  has  passed  he  may  apply  for 
re-admission,  and  may  be  permitted  to  re-enroll  for  one  semester 
on  probation.  Failure  to  maintain  a  C  (2.0)  average  during  this 
semester  will  cause  the  student  to  be  suspended  from  the  college. 

Part-time  students  will  be  subject  to  the  same  regulations  at 
the  end  of  the  semesters  in  which  they  complete  12,  24,  and  36 
semester  hours  respectively. 


General  Education 

OBJECTIVES 

General  Education  as  defined  by  the  Branch  Campus  of  the 
Junior  College  of  Broward  County  is  that  part  of  learning  which 
makes  it  possible  for  all  students  to  achieve  lives  that  are  satis- 
fying to  themselves  and  useful  to  society.

3.  by  accepting  the  privileges  and  responsibilities  of  demo- 
cratic citizenship, 

4.  by  sharing  in  the  development  of  family  life, 

5.  by  being  aware  of  economic  conditions. 

IV.  To  further  the  growth  of  ethical  and  spiritual  values  to  be 
translated  into  effective  patterns  of  living.

FINE  ARTS 
Music  109-110 — Music  Appreciation    Credit,  2  hours  each  semester 

Two  courses  designed  to  acquaint  the  student  with  choral  and 
instrumental  music  from  the  Renaissance  to  contemporary  period. 
Stress  is  placed  on  listening. 

SPEECH 

Speech  111 — Public  Speaking  Credit,  3  semester  hours 

The  techniques  of  oral  communication,  including  speech  struc- 
ture, delivery,  and  vocabulary.  Original  speeches  in  varied  subjects 
for  varied  occasions,  with  individual  criticism.  Study  and  drill  in 
parliamentary  procedure  and  presiding  for  group  action.  Prerequi- 
site: Permission  of  the  instructor. 
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HEALTH,  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION  AND  RECREATION 

Phy.  Ed.  101 — Activity  Physical  Education    Credit,  1  semester  hour 

May  include  tumbling,  trampoline,  tag  football,  tennis,  bad- 
minton, archery,  golf,  conditioning,  dancing,  and  bowling.  The  stu- 
dent will  be  required  to  practice  the  basic  skills  as  well  as  study 
the  rules  of  each  activity.  Two  class  periods  per  week. 

Phy.  Ed  102 — Activity  Physical  Education  Credit,  1  semester  hour 
May  include  basketball,  volleyball,  conditioning,  tumbling, 
trampoline,  tennis,  swimming,  bowling,  Softball,  soccer  ball,  and 
recreational  games.  The  student  will  be  required  to  pass  a  test 
in  the  fundamental  skills  and  on  the  rules  of  each  activity.  Two 
class  periods  per  week. 

Phy.  Ed.  201 — Activity  Physical  Education    Credit,  1  semester  hour 

This  is  a  continuation  of  Phy.  Ed.  101.  Some  of  the  activities 
will  be  advanced.  Two  class  periods  per  week. 

Phy.  Ed.  202 — Activity  Physical  Education  Credit,  1  semester  hour 

This  is  a  continuation  of  Phy.  Ed.  102.  Some  of  the  activities 
will  be  advanced.  Two  class  periods  per  week. 


ENGLISH 

Eng.  101 — Composition  Credit,  3  semester  hours 

Required  of  all  freshmen,  this  course  is  designed  to  acquaint 
the  student  with  thoughts  of  various  writers,  to  stimulate  liis  think- 
ing, and  to  provide  him  an  opportunity  to  express  his  thoughts  in 
accurate  and  effective  prose.  Reading,  a  study  of  the  mechanics 
of  the  language,  and  practice  in  composition  are  the  means  em- 
ployed to  achieve  the  goals. 

Eng.  102 — Composition 

A  continuation  of  English  101,  which  is  a  prerequisite. 

Eng.  201 — EWorld  Literature  Credit,  3  semester  hours 

A  survey  of  the  masterpieces  of  the  literature  of  the  ancient 
world — the  Orient,  Greece,  and  Rome — and  of  the  Major  European 
countries  from  the  earliest  periods  through  the  Renaissance. 

Eng.  202 — EWorld  Literature 

A  survey  of  the  masterpieces  of  European  and  American  Lit- 
erature from  the  Renaissance  to  the  present. 

FRENCH 

French  151 — Elementary  French  Credit,  3  semester  hours 

Fundamentals  of  speaking,  reading,  writing,  and  understanding. 
Intensive  practice  to  develop  oral-aural  skills  and  confidence  in 
the  use  of  language.  Tape  recordings  and  films  used  as  part  of 
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classroom  instruction.  Credit  given  only  upon  successful  completion 
of  French  152. 

French  152 — Elementary  French  Credit,  3  semester  hours 

A  continuation  of  French  151.  Selected  readings  from  French 
literary  masters,  with  further  development  of  conversational  and 
writing  skills  based  on  these  readings.  Prerequisite:  French  151  or 
its  quivalent. 

French  251 — Intermediate  French  Credit,  3  semester  hours 

A  careful  review  of  the  elements  of  grammar  and  syntax.  Read- 
ings based  on  French  civilization:  geographical,  historical,  and  lit- 
erary. Masterpieces  of  the  short  story.  Increased  use  of  the  French 
language  in  class  discussions  and  reports  is  stressed.  Prerequisite: 
French  152  or  its  equivalent. 

French  252 — Intermediate  French  Credit,  3  semester  hours 

A  continuation  of  French  251.  Prerequisite:  French  251  or  its 
equivalent. 

SCIENCE  AND  MATHEMATICS 
BIOLOGY 

Biology  101 — General  Botany  Credit,  4  semester  hours 

A  comprehensive  study  of  the  plant  kingdom.  The  structure, 
reproduction  and  ecology  of  plants  as  related  to  their  phylogeny. 
Introductory  genetics  are  included.  Three  lectures  and  one  two- 
hour  laboratory  period  a  week. 

Biology  102 — General  Zoology  Credit,  4  semester  hours 

A  basic  course  pertaining  to  the  development,  anatomy,  phy- 
siology, ecology  and  natural  relationships  of  the  animal  kingdom. 
Laboratory  study  representing  the  various  groups.  Three  lectures 
and  one  two-hour  laboratory  period  a  week. 

MATHEMATICS 

Math.  105 — Basic  Mathematics  Credit,  3  semester  hours 

A  review  of  arithmetic  and  introduction  to  algebra,  with 
emphasis  on  operations  with  algebraic  symbols,  solution  of  equa- 
tions, functional  relationships,  graphs,  verbal  problems,  and  selected 
additional  topics.  Recommended  for  students  who  plan  to  continue 
with  mathematics  but  whose  placement  test  scores  do  not  indicate 
readiness  for  Math  111. 

Math.  Ill — College  Algebra  Credit,  3  semester  hours 

Factoring,  fractions,  functions  and  graphs,  variation,  equations 
through  quadratics,  exponents  and  radicals,  logarithms,  complex 
numbers,  higher  degree  equations,  inequalities,  progressions,  matlie- 
matical  induction,  the  binomial  theorem.  Prerequisite:  Math  105 
or  recommendation  of  the  instructor, 
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PHYSICAL  SCIENCE 

P.S.  101 — Physical  Science  Credit,  4  semester  hours 

Survey  of  Physical  Science.  A  survey  of  the  development  of 
science  in  general,  including  the  study  of:  Meteorology,  climate  and 
weather,  astronomy,  the  earth  in  the  solar  system  and  the  universe, 
geology,  and  the  history  of  the  earth  and  changes  in  its  surface. 

P.S.  102 — Physical  Science  Credit,  4  semester  hours 

Survey  of  Physical  Science.  A  survey  of  the  fundamental  con- 
cepts of  chemistry  and  physics  with  the  use  of  simple  mathematics 
in  their  application  to  every  day  life.  This  semester  includes  the 
study  of:  chemical,  physical,  and  nuclear  changes;  the  nature, 
structure,  and  classification  of  chemical  elements  and  compounds; 
the  production  and  use  of  metals  in  our  civilization;  the  carbon,  ni- 
trogen, and  hydrogen  cycles;  combustion,  sound,  light,  and  elec- 
tricity as  forms  of  energy. 


SOCIAL  SCIENCE 

Educ.  250 — Introduction  to  Education        Credit,  3  semester  hours 

This  course  is  designed  to  give  students  a  broad  perspective  of 
the  total  field  of  education.  It  deals  with  the  historical  develop- 
ment of  education  in  the  United  States,  as  well  as  current  prob- 
lems and  issues  in  education.  Special  emphasis  is  given  to  the 
study  of  problems  which  affect  the  classroom  teacher. 

Educ.  251 — Educational  Psychology  Credit,  3  semester  hours 

The  study  of  the  facts  and  principles  of  psychology  as  ap- 
plied to  education.  Emphasis  is  given  to  the  study  of  the  nature 
of  the  educative  process  and  to  varied  factors  involved  in  the 
process. 


HISTORY 

Hist.  101 — World  Civilization  Credit,  3  semester  hours 

Cultural  history  of  the  world  from  the  appearance  of  man  to 
the  mid-seventeenth  century. 

Hist.  102 — World  Civilization  Credit,  3  semester  hours 

Continuation  of  Hist.  101  to  the  present.  Special  emphasis 
upon  the  expansion  of  the  West.  Prerequisite:  Hist.  101  or  ap- 
proved equivalent. 

Hist.  201 — American  History  Credit,  3  semester  hours 

Survey  of  the  cultural,  social,  economic,  and  political  forces 
in  the  United  States  until  the  Civil  War,  with  some  attention  to 
their  European  and  English  roots. 
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Hist.  202 — American  History  Credit,  3  semester  hours 

Continuation  of  Hist.  201  to  the  present.  Prerequisite:  Hist. 
201  or  approved  equivalent. 


PSYCHOLOGY 

Psy.  230 — General  Psychology  Credit,  3  semester  hours 

A  scientific  approach  to  the  basic  principles  of  human  be- 
havior. Emphasis  is  placed  on  such  topics  as  learning,  motivation, 
perception,  feeling  and  emotion,  intelligence,  and  personality  ad- 
justment. 
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
